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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Sharing registers among a plurality of processors and permitting the processors 
to communicate with each other through the registers was well known at the time of the 
invention. In fact, each of the three references teaches all of the features of 
independent claim 1 , with one exception. In the context of a shared communication 
register system shared among a plurality of processing elements, the limitation that the 
plurality of registers is mapped to the addressing space of each processing element of 
the plurality of processing elements was not taught or suggested in any of the cited 
references, taken alone or in combination with each other. Consequently, claims 1-13 
are allowed.
